The government contracts 
to replace ships In this manner within 
three years after the war, these ships 
becoming 
tit** 
absolute property of 
those fi«»rn whom ?h«*ir equivalent» 
have been requisitioned. 
On the other hand, the Ministry pro- 
poses to build a state-owned fleet for 
the colonies, which will he managed by 
ship owners, the state sharing in tho 
profits and deficits. 
There will be no 
more subsidies for ships in which th«* 
government has no interests. 
With 
these plans go proposed harbor in> 
provena nt. 
France has today no hai\ 
bor where ships of the largest typ*» 
can dock. Th«* government plans fur 
ther t*» co-ordinate railroads and ship 
ping line», especially across tho M«*«l 
iterranean to Algiers and Tunis. 
While France cannot avoid makln, 
«•xtensive purchases of building mate 
rials and machinery abroad, she pi am 
to curtail largely her food imports! 
Whent, barley nnd rye are grown or 
dlnarily, but the war has brought 
many changes, and the French are get 
ting 
acquainted 
with 
the 
cheapei 
cereals, such as Indian corn, millel 
and rice flour. 
In the government ro 
port on war economy it was recorrs 
mended that every parcel of soil not, 
cultivated be «own without delay with 
Wheat, barley, Indian corn and oat», 
and plant' d with potatoes and vege* 
tables. 
Legislation to increase agricultural 
production is being framed. 
Deserte<$ 
t«*rritory will be cultivated. 
A hack« 
to-the-farm movement has been inau­ 
gurated, and bonuses are to be given 
to those who abandon their ancient 
implements for modern agricultural 
machinery. 
France has no such resources of men 
and materials as have Great Britain 
nnd the United States. 
She under­ 
stands that without the most intenso 
application of energy to such resource» 
us she has, In« reased production, elim­ 
ination of all waste, and a resolute ef­ 
fort to win foreign markets, she will 
ho 
unable 
to 
r«*gain 
her 
standing 
among commercial nations. 
That ef­ 
fort she is making. 
She Invites the 
I'nit**«! States to establish relations 
with her that will be of mutual benefit. 
There is for this country no greater 
opportunity for service and profit.
